Fully Explained 


Procedure governing the charg- 
ing of expenditures. to student 
body budgets was announced at the 
regular commission meeting held 
last Tuesday. Commissioner of Fi- 
nance Bill Binsacca announced the 
steps in a detailed form, which 
was given to all commissioners. 

Following is the procedure to be 
used: : 

Step one — ; 

(1) You should know where you 
are going to make the purchase. 

(2) The exact price must be 
known. 

(3) The item to be purchased 
must be clearly ‘stated. 

(4) The purchaser must make 
certain there is enough money to 
cover the item in his budget. 

Step two— 

Fill out a requisition slip at 
the main office. After this has been 
done, the advisor’s signature must 
be obtained on the requisition, and 
it must then be placed in the box 
of the commissioner of finance. 
Either the commissioner of finance 
or the comptroller will mail it un- 
less the purchaser wishes to take 
it.
